Saturn Feat Huge Success 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— America’s Saturn 
5 
super­ 
rocket scored a resounding suc­ 
cess on its maiden test flight 
today, orbiting a record 40-ton 
space vehicle and shooting the 
unmanned Apollo 
4 
moonship 
deep into space. 
The historic flight gave this 
nation’s man-in-space program 
a much-needed shot in the arm 
and revived 
hopes 
that U .S. 
astronauts can still land on the 
moon in this decade. 
With a thundering burst of 
power, the most powerful rock­ 
et ever assembled blasted away 
from its 
launch 
pad 
at ex*

actly 7 a.m. EST today after a 
perfect countdown — something 
that few people believed pos­ 
sible for such a complex ma­ 
chine. 


The three stages of the mon­ 
ster Saturn 5 ignited with drill­ 
like precision during 
an 
11- 
minute boost phase and shoved 
the massive payload, including 
the still-attached third 
stage, 
into orbit 115 miles high. 
As the proportions of today’s 
U.S. space comeback 
became 
apparent, Vice President 
Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey telegraphed 
congratulations. 
"This is a proud day for all 
who cherish the worldwide ben­ 
efits of our technological leader­ 
ship and who have real confi­ 
dence in our national space pro­ 
gram .” Humphrey told James 
E. Webb, adm inistrator of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration. 
"As chairman 
of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Council and also as a 
space enthusiast, I congratulate 


you and all of your associates 
who contributed to the terrific 
success 
of the 
Saturn-Apollo 
flight.” 
An hour after 
the 
world’s 
most powerful 
rocket blazed 
away from Cape Kennedy, the 
Apollo program manager, Air 
Force Maj. Gen. Samuel Phil­ 
lips told newsmen: 
"This mission will do a lot to 
get the whole Apollo team mov­ 
ing again on a positive course. 
It will do a lot for the progress 
in coming months of the Apollo 
program. 
"Y esterday," Phillips said, "I 
would have said that I think we 
have a reasonably good chance 
of accomplishing a manned lu­ 
nar landing by the end of 1969. 
Today, I think that reasonably 
good chance is maybe a notch 
above reasonably good.” 
The Apollo moon program has 
been lagging since three astro­ 
nauts died in a spacecraft fire 
last January, on a pad not far 
from where the Saturn 5 started 
its historic flight. 


Three hours later, after two 
orbits of the globe, the hydro­ 
gen powered third 
stage 
re­ 
started its engine on 
ground 
command and propelled the 64,- 
000-pound Apollo 4 vehicle out­ 
ward toward a high point of 11,- 
400 miles. 


The reignition of the third 
stage gave flight controllers an 
anxious moment. A vent valve 
refused 
to 
respond 
to 
com­ 
mands to close, until the last 
moment when it finally closed. 


The 
spacecraft 
separated 
from the stage and a motor on 
board fired for 15 seconds to pro­ 
vide final power to reach the 
planned altitude. Had it burned 
a few seconds longer, Apollo 4 
could have gone to the moon, 
but that was not planned for to­ 
day’s flight because of the need 
to test the heat shield on re­ 
entry. 
After reaching the 11,400-mile 
altitude, the spacecraft was to 
plunge back through the atmo­ 
sphere at nearly 25,000 miles an 


hour— the speed at which astro­ 
nauts 
will 
return 
from 
the 
moon. The fiery dive would de­ 
termine 
how 
well 
the 
heat 
shield survives re-entry tem­ 
peratures expected to reach 4,- 
500 degrees. 


Apollo 4 was to parachute to 
a landing in a rough Pacific 
Ocean, 622 miles northwest of 
Hawaii, at 3:41 p.m. 
Of today’s rocket, only the 
Apollo spacecraft was to come 
home to earth. The mammoth 
first stage fell apart, plunging 
into the Atlantic, 
although 
a 
chunk eight feet long was sight­ 
ed in the sea. The second and. 
third 
stages 
and 
the 
Apollo 
service module were consigned 
to destruction in fiery re-en­ 
tries. 
"It’s been a flight almost in­ 
credibly free 
of 
any

lem s,” commented a 
spokes­ 
man at NASA’s Manned Space­ 
craft Center in Houston, Tex., 
where the mission was being 
controlled.

The week be­ 
fore 166Americans, 1,628 enemy 
and 220 South Vietnamese were 
reported killed. 
In fighting Wednesday night 
near Dak To, two companies 
from the U.S. 4th Infantry Divi­ 
sion stood off a three-pronged 
ground, mortar and rocket at­ 
tack and drove the Communists 
off with the aid of a massive 
bombardment 
by 
artillery, 
tactical 
fighter-bombers 
and 
giant B52s, headquarters report­ 
ed. 
Officers said they counted 102 
North Vietnamese dead on the 
battlefield, while American cas­ 
ualties were six dead and 15 
wound ed. 


"There are more North Viet­ 
namese bodies in the area,” a 
spokesman said, "but we had to 
stop our sweep because of the 
new attack.” 
The Communists opened up 
again with m ortar and small 
arm s fire on U.S. troops who 
pushed 
forward

from 
night defensive positions while 
the big B52s attacked to the 
west to block the enemy’s es­ 
cape routes. 
American intelligence reports 
indicate that as many as five or 
six North Vietnamese regiments 
are strung out in the region, 
possibly poised for a new at­ 
tempt to drive across the center 
of South Vietnam. U.S. infantry­

Less than 100 miles south of 
Dak To, the North Vietnamese 
mortared an artillery support 
base and command post of an­ 
other 4th Division unit, killing 
one American and wounding 11, 
21 miles north of Ban Me Thuot. 
And 24 hours earlier Communist 
gunners mortared the Ban Me 
Thuot 
airfield,

A U.S. 25th Infantry Division 
fire support base near the Cam­

reported wounded. 
U.S. Marines reported killing 
13 Communists in a short fire- 
fight Wednesday as Operation 
Essex continued in a group of 
villages in the coastal lowlands 
27 miles south of Da Nang. The 
operation opened with a 24-hour 
battle Monday and Tuesday in 
which 22 Marines were killed 
and 36 enemy bodies found.

with winds of 75 miles an hour, 
would affect military operations 
over a wide part of the country. 
The typhoon was expected to hit 
early Friday about 180 miles 
north of Saigon at Nha Trang.

WALK AN OPEN WOODLAND 
There are certain possessions a man should 
have and not necessarily the kinds guaranteed 
by legal parchment.

NEWS OF RIOTS 
The responsibility of news media in covering 
racial disturbances is the sticky subject of a 
three-day meeting between press, radio and 
television representatives and the National Ad­ 
visory Committee on Civil Disorders, scheduled 
to open at Poughkeepsie, N. Y., on Friday, Nov. 
10. The objective is to determine whether news­ 
men on the scene help to prolong or intensify 
such disturbances and, if so, what corrective 
m easures might be taken. 
Numerous public officials already have concluded 
that news coverage can inflame opinion in tense 
ghetto areas. 
In a poll taken by Congressional 
Quarterly, 99 of 268 Members of Congress and 
6 7 of 130 mayors stated that “ irresponsible news 
media coverage of riots” was of “ great impor­ 
tance” in the “ build-up to the riots.” 
Henry 
Fairlie, Washington correspondent of the London 
Daily Express, asserts (August 1967 Reader’s 
Digest): 
“ However spontaneous the original 
outbreak of violence, as television cameramen 
and reporters move into the streets looking — 
literally looking — for trouble, they add external 
provocation. 
The crowds play up to them.” 
News media in nine American cities have adopted 
codes or guidelines to be followed during periods 
of racial tension. 
Similar codes have been dis­ 
cussed in 22 additional cities. The common de­ 
nominator of all such schemes is agreement that 
news media should exercise caution during the 
critical time that tension is mounting. For ex­ 
ample, media in some cities have agreed that no 
news of racial disturbances will be relayed to 
the public until the police have had a chance to 
establish order. 
Voluntary restraint, however, can bring censure 
of another sort. 
Washington, D.C., news media 
were criticized for their skimpy coverage of a 
race riot that occurred after a high school foot­ 
ball game at D. C. Stadium on Nov. 22, 1962. Res­ 
idents of the capital did not get a detailed account 
of the outbreak until days later.

: In 1963, Adolph A. Bearle in his book, The 
: American Economic Republic, took the position 
: that free enterprise and capitalism had lost its

Instead, he contended, corporations were 
• in the hands of a group of managers engaged in

Bearle contended that the supervision 
r and control of a government bureaucracy was 
* necessary to prevent corporate managers from 
: opt'rating corporate properties in their own 
t interest or plundering them.

Bearle, in taking this essentially socialistic 
position, did not take the next step and recognize 
: the open im itation to collusion between the 
I manager and the government regulator. 
Vet by 1963 C ongress and the Administration 


was in the process of opening the door and 
inviting a kind of collusion which a few years 
earlier the public would have thought to be 
impossible because of the idealogical collision 
between the business world and the bureaucrat. 
As Congress lost its first control over the 
administrative agencies which it had created, 
and grabbed more and more power, an oppor­ 
tunity to grab more power was offered to both 
the managers and the bureaucrats. 
So the Federal Government, adopting the Key- 
nesin theory, first tiptoed and then rushed with 
abandon, embarking on what seemed to be an 
inexhaustible spending spree. 
The authority to 
spend billions of dollars annually was delegated 
to Federal agencies to underwrite federal pro­ 
grams aimed at social objectives the definition 
and scope of which were left to the administra­ 
tors. 
With millions of dollars as bait, it was inevit­ 
able that the relationship between big business 
and big government should change. 
Even Galbraith speaks of a “passive conspiracy 
between other businessmen and the state” which 
had as its victim the small corporation and small 
businessman. 
Whereas in the old tradition it was the business 
man and the lobbyist for the corporation who 
gained the reputation of influencing legislators 
and administrative officials with tainted gifts 
and money, the sudden affluence of administrators 
of federal agencies, richer than Croesus with 
appropriated taxpayers’ dollars, reversed the 
field. They are in control. 
Congress has dele­ 
gated extremely broad authority. 
The Courts 
would not interfer with their exercise of discre­ 
tion within this broad authority. 
And they had 
the money. 
Billions of dollars of taxpayers’ 
money. 
No small wonder that the resistance to taxation 
normally led by sound businessmen and corporate 
managers has melted. 
The big corporations and their managers have 
been bought by the bureaucrats with the tax­ 
payers’ money — and it is time the American 
people wake up to the fact that they can win only 
by voting against the spenders who appeal for 
re-election.

The objective is to determine whether news­ 
men on the scene help to prolong or intensify 
such disturbances and, if so, what corrective 
measures might be taken. 
Numerous public officials already have concluded 
that news coverage can inflame opinion in tense 
ghetto areas. 
In a poll taken by Congressional 
Quarterly, 99 of 268 Members of Congress and 
67 of 130 mayors stated that ‘‘irresponsiblenews 
media coverage of riots** was of “great impor­ 
tance** in the “build-up to the riots.** 
Henry 
Fairlie, Washington correspondent of the London 
Daily Express, asserts (August 1967 Reader’s 
Digest); 
“ However spontaneous the original 
outbreak of violence, as television cameramen 
and reporters move into the streets looking — 
literally looking — for trouble, they add external 
provocation. 
The crowds play up to them.** 
News media in nine American cities have adopted 
codes or guidelines to be followed during periods 
of racial tension. 
Similar codes have been dis­ 
cussed in 22 additional cities. The common de­ 
nominator of all such schemes is agreement that 
news media should exercise caution during the 
^critical time that tension is mounting. For ex- 
r ample, media in some cities have agreed that no 
5 news of racial disturbances will be relayed to 
pthe public until the police have had a chance to 
establish order.

| In 1963, Adolph A. Bear Ie in his book. The 
r American Economic Republic, took the position 
I that free enterprise and capitalism had lost its 
I meaning in the industrial world since the owners 
I of industry had no longer control over its opera- 
: tion. 
Instead, he contended, corporations were 
I in the hands of a group of managers engaged in 
I making bureaucratic decisions within the guide­ 
lines and under the supervision of the government 
bureaucracy, resulting in a corporate welfare 
state. 
Bearle contended that the supervision 
and control of a government bureaucracy was 
necessary to prevent corporate managers from 
operating corporate properties in their own 
interest or plundering them* — _ 
Bearle, in taking this essentially socialistic 
position, did not take the next step and recognize 
the o|>t»n invitation to collusion between the 
manager and the government regulator. 
Vat by 1963 Congress and the Administration 


was in the process of opening the door and 
inviting a kind of collusion which a few years 
earlier the public would have thought to be 
impossible because of the idealogical collision 
between the business world and the bureaucrat. 
As Congress lost its first control over the 
administrative agencies which it had created, 
and grabbed more and more power, an oppor­ 
tunity to grab more power was offered to both 
the managers and the bureaucrats. 
So the Federal Government, adopting the Key- 
nesin theory, first tiptoed and then rushed with 
abandon, embarking on what seemed to be an 
inexhaustible spending spree. 
The authority to 
spend billions of dollars annually was delegated 
to Federal agencies to underwrite federal pro­ 
grams aimed at social objectives the definition 
and scope of which were left to the administra­ 
tors. 
With millions of dollars as bait, it was inevit­ 
able that the relationship between big business 
and big government should change. 
Even Galbraith speaks of a “passive conspiracy 
between other businessmen and the state** which 
had as its victim the small corporation and small 
businessman. 
Whereas in the old tradition it was the business 
man and the lobbyist for the corporation who 
gained the reputation of influencing legislators 
and administrative officials with tainted gifts 
and money, the sudden affluence of administrators 
of federal agencies, richer than Croesus with 
appropriated taxpayers* dollars, reversed the 
field. They are in control. 
Congress has dele­ 
gated extremely broad authority. 
The Courts 
would not interfer with their exercise of discre­ 
tion within this broad authority. 
And they had 
the money. 
Billions of dollars of taxpayers* 
money. 
No small wonder that the resistance to taxation 
normally led by sound businessmen and corporate 
managers has melted. 
The big corporations and their managers have 
been bought by the bureaucrats with the tax­ 
payers* money — and it is time the American 
people wake up to the fact that they can win only 
by voting against the spenders who appeal for 
re-election. 
This comes as quite a shock to 
most of us smailfry.

With ail of the attention directed 
today to Missouri's highway con­ 
struction problems, it might l>e 
interesting to learn that a road- 
building craze 
swept the state 
more than 100 years ago. It was 
known as the 
plank road man­ 
ia. Just 
116 years ago, 
the 
Missouri Legislature 
adopted 
the plank road law, and 
49 
plank road companies were char­ 
tered. A Clay County newspaper 
told its readers: 
“ It is 
time we were doint 
something in the plank road line 
if wo wish to keep our trade." 
On the basis that lumber was 
plentiful and convenient, and saw­ 
mill labor was cheap, Missour­ 
ians rushed to form the corpor­ 
ations and invest 
in them. But 
only 17 plank roads 
wfcre built 
by 49 companies. The law pro­ 
vided 
that the roads be 50 feet 
wide, the wooden part being8 to 
12 feet in width. They w’ere con­ 
structed by laying 
three 
oak 
sills lengthwise in the roadway, 
with oak planks two and one-half 
nches thick placed across them. 
Most 
charters fixed 
the basic 
toll at a penny a mile. 
Perhaps the longest and most 
‘amous was the Ste. Genevieve, 
Iron Mountain and 
Pilot 
Knob 
oad, completed from Ste. Gene­ 
vieve to Iron Mountain by way of 
Farmington in 1853. 
Five toll 
gates were placed 
along the 42 
miles, and 
great 
amounts 
of 
mineral and 
agricultural 
pro­ 
ducts 
carried over it while the 
road lasted. 
The 
law 
required the char­ 
tered company to have an “ even, 
smooth and hard surface." If the 
road was in poor condition and 
not repaired within 10 days, tolls 
could be suspended. 
The 49 companies authorized 
to build roads, were in the coun­ 


ties of Buchanan, Platte, Clay, 
Jackson, Lafayette, 
Ray, Car-, 
roll, Chariton, Pike, Ralls, Mar­ 
ion, 
Lewis, St. 
Louis, Ste. 
Genevieve, 
Cape 
Girardeau, 
Mississippi, New Madrid 
and 
Pemiscot. 
Of roads 
actually built, 
the 
nearest to Kansas City was con­ 
structed by the Lafayette County 
Plank 
Road 
company in 1853. 
Only two miles of 
road 
was 
built, southward 
from Lexing­ 
ton. 
But the charter stated no tolls 
could be collected until five miles 
had lieen built. The company fin­ 
ally conveyed the two miles ac­ 
tually built to Lafayette County, 
for $1. 
It 
was probably the 
only toll-less road during 
the 
plank road mania. 
One of the most ambitious pro­ 
jects 
was from 
Glasgow 
to 
Huntsville, and then to Allen in 
Macon County. For the 24 miles 
to Huntsville, the 
contact was 
let at $84,000. More than 100 men 
were put to work chopping timber 
and operating sawmills. The road 
finally was completed to Hunts­ 
ville. It 
lasted into the 1860s, 
one of the 
most 
successful. 
Deterioration set 
in and grav­ 
el replaced 
timbers. Farmers 
carried away the old planks for 
fences and 
The 
plank road craze arose 
the administration of Gov. Aus­ 
tin A. King and continued through 
the 
administration of Sterling 
Price. It appeared to be a sim­ 
ple 
operation. 
Timber cut to 
clear the land for farming was 
going 
to waste. 
Labor 
was 
plentiful and cheap. The popula­ 
tion was growing. Traffic would 
have to use the toll roads. How 
could a company lose? 
But 
only rarely did the tolls 
amount to more than the cost of 
repairs 
and expenses. Planks 
wore 
out quickly under 
heavy 
traffic. Washouts and 
floods 
scattered 
them. 
They became 
warped until they resembled the 
rockers of 
a 
rocking 
chair. 
On some roads the cross planks 
were not nailed to the sills and 
curling ends resulted.

With all of the attention directed 
today to M issouri’s highway con­ 
struction problem s, it might be 
interesting to learn that a road- 
building craze 
swept the state 
more than IOO years ago. It was 
known as the 
plank road man­ 
ia. Just 
116 years ago, 
the 
M issouri L egislature 
adopted 
the plank road law, and 
49 
plank road com panies w ere ch ar­ 
tered. A Clay County newspaper 
told its rea d ers: 
“ It is 
tim e we w ere doini 
something in the plank road line 
if we wish to keep our trad e.” 
On the basis that lum ber was 
plentiful and convenient, and saw­ 
mill labor was cheap, M issour­ 
ians rushed to form the corpor­ 
ations and invest 
in them . But 
only 17 plank roads 
w4re iHiilt 
by 49 com panies. The law pro­ 
vided 
that the roads be 50 feet 
wide, the wooden part tieing8to 
12 feet in width. They w ere con­ 
structed by laying 
three 
oak 
sills lengthwise in the roadway, 
with oak planks two and one-half 
nches thick placed ac ro ss them . 
Most 
ch a rters fixed 
the basic 
toll at a penny a m ile. 
Perhaps the longest and most 
famous was the Ste. Genevieve, 
(roil Mountain and 
Pilot 
Knob 
oad, com pleted from Ste. Gene­ 
vieve to Iron Mountain by way of 
Farm ington in 1853^ 
Five toll 
gates w ere placed 
along the 42 
m iles, and 
great 
am ounts 
of 
mineral and

carried over it while the 
road lasted. 
The 
law 
required the char­ 
tered company to have an “ even, 
smooth and hard su rface,” If the 
road was in poor condition and 
not repaired within IO days, tolls 
could be suspended. 
The 49 com panies authorized 
to build roads, w ere in the coun­ 


ties of Buchanan, P latte, Clay, 
Jackson, 
Lafayette, 
Ray, Car-, 
ro ll, Chariton, Pike, R alls, M ar. 
ion, 
Lew is, St. 
L ouis, Ste. 
Genevieve, 
Cape 
G irardeau, 
M ississippi, New Madrid 
and 
Pem iscot. 
Of roads 
actually built, 
the 
nearest to Kansas City was con­ 
structed by the Lafayette County 
Plank 
Road 
company in 1853. 
Only two m iles of 
road 
was 
built, southward 
from Lexing­ 
ton. 
But the ch arter stated no tolls 
could be collected until five m iles 
had been built. The company fin­ 
ally conveyed the two m iles ac­ 
tually built to Lafayette County, 
for $1.

was probably the 
only toll-less road during 
the

One of the most am bitious pro­

was from 
Glasgow 
to 
Huntsville, and then to Allen in 
Macon County. F or the 24 m iles 
to Huntsville, the 
contact was 
let at $84,000. M ore than IOO men 
w ere put to work chopping tim ber 
and operating saw m ills.

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — M iami’s 
20th centurv vultures — 
some* 
, thing like the swallows of Capis- 
®~trano but more like tne m ess\ 
starlings of northern city halls 
— are bark in town, once more 
forsaking the w ilderness of the 
Everglades for gracious urban 
living. 
Again they’re soaring 
over 
bustling, neon-lit downtown Mi* 
ami as though it were a game 
preserve. 
The 
city-slicker 
vultures— 
with wing spreads up to six 
feet— decided 10 or 12 years ago 
that the 
Dade 
County 
court­ 
house, despite crowded condi­ 
tions and the noise that goes 
with urban apartments, would 
make a good homestead. 
Their less enlightened country 
cousins continued the tired, old 
migration to the Everglades. 
“ It’s unique. I don’t know of 
-any other city where vultures 
roost on a building,” said Dr. 
Oscar Owre, ornithologist at the 
University 
of 
Miami. 
“ They 
.usually don’t favor civilization.” 
And the courthouse, one of the 
tallest buildings 
in 
downtown 
Miami, is the only building fa­ 
vored by the vultures, kin to the 
soaring condors of Peru and 
California. 
Some are year-round tenants 
on top of the 28-story building, 
but 
conditions 
are n ’t 
really 
crowded until tite snow flies in 
the north. Som etim es more than 
50 are visible on top of the build­ 
ing. 
“ They’re like the to u rists,” 
said J. Norman P e te rs, building 
superintendent, “ som e are here 
all year but the big flock comes 
to Florida in the w in ter.”
